Chapter 8 - Tokens (continued) 

Hard Times Tokens 




Economic conditions of 1832 to 1844 resulted in hoarding of hard currency and 
tokens , mostly similar to large cents in size, were issued by merchants to facilitate 
business* Lyman Low compiled a list of these in 1886 called "Hard Times Tokens". Three 
originated in New liempshire, one in Dover and two in Portsmouth. Illustrations on inside 
front cover show Low #131 upner left. One side reads " Hazelton k Palmer^Dealers/ in/ 

Dry Good^ , /Grocer ies k/ Straw-bonnets/ No. 2 Cocheco/Block/^Dover , N.H." The other side 
shown below reads " A, C. Smith/ Dealer/ in/ Crockery, Glass./ China k Britannia/ Ware/ 
Looking/ Glasses Etc./ Dover, N.H./ 1837"./ This token scarce in nice condition. 1

and each saving the cost of a second die. Low $124 is shown next and reads "NATll^. March/ 
BOOKSELLER k/ STATIONER/ #o. 7 EXCHANGE/ BUILDINGS/ PORTSMOUTH/ H. H ./ 1837" on one side. 
Below this is shown "WILLIAM SIMES k CO./ DEALERS IN/ TEAS, WINES, kf GROCERIES/ No. 1 
PEIRCE'S/ BUILDINGS/ PORTSMOUTH/ N.H.". This token and #132 below are fairly common. 

"E. F. SISE k CO./ GENERAL/ COMMISSION/ AND FORWARDING/ MERCHANTS/ PORTSMOUTH/ N.H. " 
is on one side, which I believe is pictured twice inside cover. The other side reads:

Collectors of coins and other numismatic material formed the New Hampshire 
Numismatic Association to promote friendship and cooperation between individuals 
and clubs of New Hampshire and surrounding areas.
